Mr. Arthur J . Dodge, of Washington, 
w ho ip connected with the census force 
for I SOO, has prepared some figure s per­ 
taining to to the population of Wiscon­ 
sin cities which are published in the 
Milwaukee Journal, 
These figures show that in 1870 there 
were twenty cities in Wisconsin with a 
population of 4,000 and upwards eaob. 
In that list of twenty “did not appear the 
names of those bustling cities of the 
north woods, Ashland, Chippewa Falls 
and Marinette, which have grown to 
fignies which wcuM place them well up 
to the Art ut in 1887's list. 
In 1870 the 
city of VV auf au was listed at 1,349 and 
Ste vens Point at 1.810. 
In 1885 we find 
tim e bustling pinery cities quoted at 8.- 
810 and G.500 ref pectively, a striking il­ 
lustration cf the rapid growth cf boom­ 
ing N cithern Wisconsin. As tables for 
f utero reference en d to em et the ennm- 
eratiou in the various wards of Oshkosh 
and La Crosse in making estimates of 
the number of names they mutt copy from 
the graveyard monuments, or how many 
Oonnts they must make of out on the 
sububan road, the following tables of 
population are appended.”

S e c ti o n 4595—Any person who shall 
keep open his shop, warehouse or work­ 
house, or shall do any manner of labor, 
business or work, except only works of 
necessity and charity, or be present at any 
dancing c r publio diversion, shew or en­ 
tertainment, c r take part in any sport, 
game or play on the first day of the 
week *

The fine for each and 
every offense dees not exoeed $10. 
The Racine committee of saloon keep­ 
ers pledge themselves to do their utmost 
to resist the order of Mayor Mitchell un­ 
less be shall order other peaces of busi­ 
ness closed in cempliance with tho stat­ 
utes. Senator Cooper, it is said, will be 
retained in the interest of 
the saloon 
men. 
There should be no question at all in 
regard to the closing of saloons on Sun - 
day. Common decency and a due re­ 
gard for publio morals demand that they 
should be closed on that day. 
Saloons 
are a great evil at best, bat they ere a 
greater evil than ever if kept open on 
tile Sabbath.

In Ohio, Indiana, and Michigan all crops 
have improved, but excessive rains in- 
t rrupted cultivation and harvest wdrk.”

Chicago, June 17.—Frank 
Woodruff, 
tinder indictment for complicity In Djr. 
Cronin’s murder, has made another alleged 
confession, in which he claims to tell the 
whole story of the crime. 
Briofly told, his 
•-to. v of the Cronin murder is as follows: 
He says ho cam > to Chicago March 2(1 and 
put up ut the Merchants’ Exchange hotel, 
South Wat r street. 
Tho proprietor got 
him a chance to work for a German 
gardener at 175 Southport avenue. 
Ho 
romaine I thoro four days, and becoming 
Bick, on March JO stared for tho county 
hospital, but drittod to P. O’Sullivan’s 
place iii I jane park. 
Woodruff says ho was 
a v o lu n tsr on the Canadian sido during tho 
Fenian raid, and a member of tho 24th Kent 
battalion, whose headquarters were at 
Chatham. 
Ho then had an opportunity to 
learn a great deal about Irishmen and 
Irish societies. 
As soon as he saw O’Sulli­ 
van l o decided ho was a Fenian and com­ 
menced a conversation on the subject of 
the Fenian raid. 
O’Sullivan told him he 
no lid get him some work if possible, but 
a day or so afterward he (Woodruff) went 
to work at Dean’s livery stable. 
Ile says he met Dan Coughlin first on 
Wells street in a saloon, and the second 
time on April I at the corner of Wells and 
Division streets. 
They started down town 
and had gone but two blocks when they 
mat O'Sullivan, tho iceman. 
Two days later (April 8) Woodruff says 
he went into the rear room in Sol Van 
rra a g ’s saloon on Fourth avenue and 
found Coughlin and a man named Mel­ 
vin) drinking there. 
An introduction fol­ 
lowed and Melville gave Woodruff $3 and 
told him ho might have some work for him 
to do. 
Woodruff says two days afterward 
(April 5) ho went to McCoy’s hotel to see 
Melville, but did not find him, and on tho 
way back, while going north, he met 
Coughlin and a man named McDougall in 
front of tho Northwestern depot. 
Wood­ 
ruff says ho first mot McDougall during 
the Fenian rebellion, when tho latter was 
on tho American sido of tho river at 
Niagara. 
McDougall told Woodruff to 
call him “Williams.’’ 
After a talk between Coughlin and Mc­ 
Dougall the former went off and tho latter 
led Woodruff first on around through West 
side resorts and then, late at night, to tho 
flat at 117 South Clark street. 
They slept 
together that night in tho flat and in tho 
morning McDougall told Woodruff that it 
was best for him to go to Alexander Sulli­ 
van for work, intimating that the work 
was “crooked.” 
Accordingly I tho next 
day ho called at Alexander Sullivan’s of­ 
fice, but tho latter gave him a very cool 
reception and told him that if ho had any 
work for him he would tell Williams (Mc­ 
Dougall.) 
Tho next day (April 7) Woodruff says ho 
mot Williamson a grip car going north on 
the North Side and told him how Sullivan 
had repulsed him. 
They got off at Divi­ 
sion street, and had walked but a block 
when tley met Alexander Sullivan. 
He 
talked with Williams aud Woodruff, and 
then took the former aside and talked to 
him in a low tone of voico and gave him 
some money. 
Woodruff says that Mr. 
Sullivan then asked his pardon for the re­ 
pulse of tho day before and gave him to 
understand 
th at 
ho might need him for 
Eomo work. 
Woodruff says he saw Will­ 
iams and Coughlin on April 30, and that 
each asked tho whereabouts of the other. 
On the afternoon of May 4, he says, 
Coughlin called at Dean’s livery stable and 
hired him to carry a trunk and paid over 
$25. 
Woodruff then tells tho story of tho 
night of the murder much as ho told it to 
Chief Hubbard. 
Ho says he drove out on 
Lincoln avenue to Ashland avenue, and met 
“ Williams” and “ Melville.” 
He waited 
in front of tho cottage while Williams and 
Melville, and P. O’Sullivan carried out 
tho trunk. 
They drove to tho lake shore 
with the trunk, leaving O’Sullivan behind 
to clean up tbe house. 
After leaving the 
body in the catch basin and the trunk on 
Evanston avenuo they drove back past tho 
cottage and saw a woman, supposed to bo 
Mrs. Whalen, going out of the cottage in 
the rear. 
Woodruff embellishes tho story with 
many Idetafis. 
He says when P. O’Sulli­ 
van came out of tho cottage with the 
trunk he had a paint brush in his hand. 
He says McDougall was a Philadelphia 
blacksmith and that Melville was a me­ 
chanic of some sort. 
He says he was some­ 
times known as O’Shea. 
He says that 
Coughlin had him carry a letter written in 
cipher to Alexander Sullivan and that the 
letter read: 
“Going up to O’Sullivan’s.” 


O p in io n s o f th o C o n fessio n . 
Chief Hubbard says that ho has thought 
for a week past that Woodruff was the 
man who drovo the horse which carried the 
trunk away from tho Carlson cottage. 
His opinion is not founded entirely on 
Woodruff’s statements, as he 
lelioves 
Woodruff to be a polished liar. 
As re­ 
gards th) other parts of the confession, 
Chief Hubbard says he took but little 
stock in them and ho does not believe 
Woodruff knows anything about tho de­ 
tails of tho plot or tho identity of the 
people engaged m it outside of the man 
who employed him to carry the trunk 
away. 
Acting on information receiyod from 
Woodruff Lieut. Schuttler and several 
detectives spent tho greater part of Sun­ 
day looking for Dr. Cronin’s instrument 
case. 
Woodruff said it had been buried in 
the sand on the beach at Edgewater, but 
incessant digging and delving failed to 
turn it up. 
State’s Attorney 
Longenecker relies 
upon the story of AVoodruff as good evi­ 
dence. 
“ You s')?,” said he, “ that while Wood­ 
ruff has not tol I anything very now he has 
reaffirmed tho confession that he made to 
Chief Hubbard and supported 
it 
by 
many circumstances known to us before. 
On the wholo I think we may consider his 
confession as pretty near the truth about 
this business. 
He tells us that he was sick 
for two weeks with tho old German at 175 
Southport avenuo; that he went to P. 
O’Sullivan’s for work; that ho staid at the 
American Exchange hotel and that he re 
ceived money from the American express 
company. He tells whore he mot Coughlin 
aud O’Shea and McDougall, and in short 
at every point in his narrative ho supplies 
thos? Utile details which whon verified 
prove the truth of a large part of the 
story.” 
“ Po you know anything about O’Shea 
or McDougall?” 
“ I never heard of O’Shea. McDougall, I 
think is known to Dillofa. ’* 
“ What do you think of what Woodruff 
says about Aelxandre Sullivan?’ ’ 
“ It is characteristic of Sullivan to have 
told Woodruff that he di I not know bim 
and that he had no work for him to do, 
but it seems improbable that Sullivan 
paid money to the murderers 1 ’

H IS DE A TH-BLO W S. 


Dr. Cronin K illed W itji a L ather’s II ain- 
m er and an Iceman** Ax. 
Chicago, June 17.—The police have ob­ 
tained a description of tho weapons with 
which Dr. Cronin was murdered, and they 
expect to have possession of them very 
soon. 
The deadly instruments with which tho 
cowardly assassination was consummated 
wore two in number. 
One was what 
looked to 
tho 
man 
wTho 
described 
it 
to 
tho 
authorities 
to 
bo 
a 
lather’s 
hammer 
or 
hatchet—with 
a square-faced head on ono end and a 
narrow*, curving, sharp edgo on what 
might be collod tho other limb of tho t< ol. 
For a handle it had a buggy or small 
wagon spoke thrust through tho eye of 
tho tool, with tho smaller end of tho spoko 
used as a handle. 
Tho larger end of the 
spoke was too large for tho opening in tho 
tool, and extended some distance beyond 
tho iron of tho weapon. 
This extending 
wooden portion was what caused the nu­ 
merous contusions which woro found on tho 
murdered man’s head closo to the cuts. 
This description of tho weapons with 
which most of tho wounds on Dr. Cronin’s 
head was made was given by Woodruff to 
the authorities. 
He will not tell all tho 
circumstances under which ho managed to 
get so good a view of the weapon as to l»e 
able to describe it so minutely, but it is 
supposed that he was in the cottage when 
the body was being paekod in tho trunk 
and saw the bloody evidence of tho slaugh­ 
ter lying on the floor. 
Woodruff also 
claims to know where the weapon is hid­ 
den and he has proposed to tako an officer 
to the place where ho saw tho blood-stained 
hatchet secreted. 
Another weapon has been also traced, 
but it is not yet in tho possession of tho 
police. 
This is said to bo a combination of 
ax and pick such as is used by ice men. 
It had a long handle, painted a bright red 
for one-half its length, tho unpainted por­ 
tion being that part hold in tho hand when 
the ax is in use. 
This weapon was scon, it 
is said, by some one in a vacant lot 
not far from tho Carlson cottage. 
It 
looked as though it had been tossed there 
by somo ono passing on the street. 
When 
the discovery of the cottage was rn ado t he 
person who had seen this ax went to look 
for it, but it was gono. 
Tho theory is 
that one of the murderers threw it from 
him, as tho wagon carrying tho trunk 
drove south on Ashland avenuo toward 
Fullerton avenue, away from tho fearful 
scene of tho murder. 
Woodruff has given further sensational 
information to the police. 
Siuco ho has 
been in Jail ho has hod ample opportunity 
to seo Dan Coughlin, and Woodruff has in­ 
formed the chief of polico that Coughlin 
and “ King” are ono aud tho same person. 
That Coughlin is tho man with whom he 
got acquainted, under tho name of King, 
who hired him to tako tho wagon from 
Doan’s stable, and was ono of tho men w ho 
went with him on tho wagon to Fifty- 
ninth street, whore tho body was thrown 
into the catch-bosin. 
One thing is apparent; that is that tho 
authorities still think that Mr. Woodruff 
is lying and is trying to “ work” them for 
an 
escape 
from 
prosecution 
for 
horse-steal-in g. 
“ If 
you 
agree 
to 
withdraw 
the charge 
of horse-steal­ 
ing 
I’ll tell 
you lots 
of 
valuable 
information,” is the way ho always pre­ 
faces his stories, but the condition is made 
that ho must first givo up information 
about tho Cronin case which will entitle 
him to leniency in tho larceny case. 


M A R O N E Y A N D M ’D O N A L D . 


A rgum ent* in th e H abea* Corpus P ro­ 
ceedings in New York. 
N ew Y o rk , June 17.—The habeas cor­ 
pus case of Maroney and 
McDonald, 
charged with complicity in tho Cronin 
murder, was opened Saturday beforo Jus­ 
tice Andrews in court of oyer and terminer. 
The returns to the writs, including tho 
telegrams from Chicago and affidavits of tho 
detective, with the subsequent commitment, 
were read. 
Lawyer Neuberger, for the 
prisoners, began a statement for Maroney 
against these proceedings, but the judge 
said it was a demurrer. 
Lawyer Delehanty then read a demurrer 
for McDonnell,denying all complicity in tho 
crime referred to and asserting he was in 
this city during April and |May last, and 
had not been in Chicago since 1882.

Mr. Neuberger.said the evidence beforo 
the justice was not such as to authorize a 
warrant for any purpose whatever and 
characterized tho whole affair as a de­ 
liberate placing of the necks of Maroney 
and McDonald in the halter of Cook county 
by men who would swear away the lives 
of the two to enrich themselves. In closing 
he called attention to the releaso of Sulli­ 
van in Chicago. 
Mr. Delehunty argued that, the prison­ 
ers having been held for tho Governor’s 
action and the Governor having refused 
extradition, they should bo discharged. 
His client was a man wantod in Chicago, 
and ho could produce evidence to show ho 
was in this city when the murder was com­ 
mitted. 
After some further discussion 
Justice Andrews took the papers and 
served his decision.

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THE FOURTH LECTURE BY REV. H. H .GRANT

As we are all born with iclinations to­ 
wards selfishness, and therefore if we 
live as we naturally feel like living we 
would all live selfiih lives, and as a re­ 
sult all go to hell after death. The prob­ 
lem is: bow can a change be induced in 
oar feelings so that we may have an in­ 
clination to be unselfish ? If this does 
not tako place in us we must necessarily 
go with tbe selfish when we die. Oar 
Lord taught very clearly that,this change 
must take plaoe in the human heart be­ 
fore a man could be prepared for heaves: 
“ Jesus answered and said unto Him, 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee. Except 
a man be born again, he cannot see the 
Kingdom of God” (John III; 3.) We 
are not here discussing the fate of in­ 
fants , far we believe that all those dying 
in infancy are led into an unselfish 
heavenly life hereafter, bat we are talk­ 
ing of those who grow up to adult life.
